THEATRE ROYAL. - 
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The Mystery Deepens 


It is foolish to speculate too much 
concerning the mysterious comings and 
goings of the past few days. Herr Hitler 
certainly has been indulging in any 
amount of travels. He has met M. Laval 
and General Franco, while, as we write, 
comes the news that he either has seen, or 
is about to see, the aged Marshal Pétain. 
When dictators make their movements 
known, it is not for nothing, and nobody 
can be surprised that the tongues and tele- 
graph wires of all Europe and America 
have been humming without interruption. 
We may disregard the theory that the 
Axis Powers are making overtures for 
peace to Great Britain through the 
medium of France. They may have 
abandoned the thought of a direct invasion 
of the United Kingdom, and they. may be 
feeling the effects of the British blockade, 
but the Axis still is in the stronger posi- 
tion. Far more widespread and far more 
probable, is the belief that the dictators 
hope to enrol Spain, and, possibly, France, 
as more or less active allies. The tone of 
every newspaper both in Germany and in 
Italy to-day lends colour to this view. The 
solidarity of General Franco’s Spain with 
her ‘‘ideological’’ comrades of the Axis 
is stressed. Gibraltar is dangled before his 
eyes as an alluring bait: it is ‘‘ outside 
Britain’s Lebensraum,” says one Journal; 
another talks of the Spaniards’ 
deliverance from ‘‘the historical bondage 
of British tyranny ’’; a third speaks of the 
Hitler-Franco conversation as “ a grievous 
blow to Britain’s last hope of being able 
to maintain her half-lost position in 
Spain.” Gibraltar is not the only allure- 
ment. A German newspaper suggests that 
the ‘‘ reconstruction of the African conti- 
nent, already in full swing, is bound to 
possess immediate interest for Spain.’’ Most 
of the Axis journals, indeed, imply that a 
positive decision has been reached by Herr 
Hitler and General Franco—with, 
naturally, the eager support of Signor 
Mussolini. 

General Franco, however, is no youthful 
firebrand. His country has not enjoyed 
years of peace in which to refresh itself 
for the difficulties and dangers of a major 
war. Spain has not yet recovered from 
the agonies of her civil conflict. Her 
people have suffered many privations, and 
they are unlikely to desire any more for 
the present. The Spanish are not yet a 
united people. Our own civil war ended 
seventeen years ago, but it left a legacy 
of bitterness which manifests itself on 
occasions even to-day; and the Spanish 
scars still are fresh. Several years— 
perhaps many years—must pass before 
General. Franco obtains more than a 
grudging allegiance from the relatives of 
the Republican dead, and it is extremely 
doubtful if a war with Britain or any 
other Power would command _  whole- 
hearted enthusiasm. We do General 
Franco the credit to believe that he has 
a sincere desire to rebuild his stricken 
country, and to permit it some of the 
tranquil comfort which it has been denied 
for so long. The Germans themselves do 
not seem over-confident about his willing- 
ness to take part in the great war. 
“Spokesmen’”’ in Berlin are reported to 
have argued that his country is too tired, 
and her reserves of food, munitions and 
oil too small, to justify him in standing 
shoulder by shoulder with the Axis. The 
Suggestion is that something less than 
active participation is expected from 
General] Franco. He will not declare war, 
perhaps, but it may be that he will permit 
German troops to cross his territory for 
the purpose of an assault upon Gibraltar. 
He may ‘‘do a deal” with the Axis 
Powers—something on the lines of the 
bargain between Great Britain and the 
United States, but for a shorter term— 
whereby his Atlantic possessions will be 
leased to them for use as naval bases. In 
either event he could provide enormous 
help to his spiritual comrades—who, as 
he is reminded, were of service to him 
not so very long ago—and it would rest 
with Britain to decide whether his conduct 
ought to be construed as an act of war. 


How does France come into the picture? 
There can be no certainty, but the pre- 
vailing view is that some kind of agree- 
ment is being reached between Herr 
Hitler, on the one hand, and Marshal 
Pétain and M. Laval, on the other. 
Rumour suggests that the Fihrer is 
urging them, like the Spaniards, into 
a declaration of war upon Great Britain, 
As in Spain’s case, however, rumour 
dictates an alternative solution. It 
is hinted that part of the agree- 
ment between Herr Hitler and Marshal 
Pétain may be the surrender of the 
French fleet and permission for the 
use of the French Mediterranean ports by 
the Axis Powers. Doubtless, Herr Hitler 
and Signor Mussolini could seize both 
ships and ports without reference to 
Franee, but they do not wish to commit 
a breach of the provisional agreement 
that was reached last June, and would 
prefer to obtain France’s formal consent: 
the Royal Navy will cause them trouble 
enough without the danger of mutinies 
among the survivors of France’s fighting 
forces. These are the possibilities; yet 
we repeat that it is too early yet to 
theorise with any confidence upon the 
week’s diplomatic events. The dictators 
do not give their plans away. 


Silk and Onions 


It is inevitable that as a result of the 
war there are shortages of different com- 
modities in many countries. - Some 
materials which formerly were used as raw 
materials for luxury trades are being used 
exclusively now for the manufacture of 
armaments. The difficulties of transport 
both on land and sea have necessitated a 
reduction in the size of cargoes to include 
only articles which are essential for the 
existence of a country. It is inevitable 
too, that non-belligerent countries, as well 
as countries actually at war, should be 
affected by these shortages, and many 
outward changes in the life of the com- 
munity have become apparent. In Paris, 
it is learned, black ‘stockings frequently 


are seen on all types of women. Modern 
Parisiennes—unlike their predecessors in 
the days of the “ Can-can ’’—dislike black 
stockings as intensely as the average 
Dublin woman does; but they have no 
choice. All other kinds of stockings are 
becoming increasingly difficult to obtain, 
and boots and shoes are said to cost as 
much as six hundred francs a pair. The 
English women, however wealthy they may 
be, will be obliged to wear stockings of 
some substitute material, since a ban will 
be placed on silk from the end of 
November. So much silk is being used in 
the manufacture of barrage balloons and 
parachutes that silk will be increasingly 
difficult to obtain for ordinary use. This 
ban will apply to a number of other 
articles of clothing as well as silk 
stockings, and men will be affected, too, in 
a lesser degree, by the impossibility of 
obtaining silk ties, scarves and handker- 
chiefs. Last week it was announced that 
the price of onions was to be fixed at 44d. 
a pound: before this announcement, they 
had been sold at as high a price as 103d. 
a pound. The price of lemons is 
still ridiculously high; a single lemon 
can cost as much as a shilling. Even at 
this price it is—as here in Ireland— 
almost impossible to obtain them. Apart 
from all these shortages, which have 
become apparent only recently, there has 
been a serious lack of other articles since 
the beginning of the war. The excep- 
tionally small rations of butter and 
bacon allowed in Great Britain have been 
commented on previously, and the size to 
which most English newspapers have been 
reduced bears eloquent testimony to the 
lack of sufficient paper. Street lighting 
has been rationed in some countries, and 
banned in others, but for a different 
reason. Here in Ireland we have been 
very fortunate up to the present; street 
lighting is not restricted to any great 
extent, butter and bacon are not rationed, 
and, although petrol has been rationed, 
there is sufficient for the average person’s 
ordinary uses. There is one consoling 
thought about the rationing system. 
Before the war such common-place objects 
as light and onions were taken for 
granted; we see now from the refugees 
who come to our shores how much these 
articles are appreciated when one has had 
to manage without them for some time. 
It would be as well, perhaps, if some of 
the other important things of life which 
are taken for granted at present could 
be rationed for a while until people 
had learned to appreciate them. 


Home-made Bread 


Those who have had the good fortune to 
be brought up in a home in which the 
mother, or one of the permanent members 
of the domestic staff, was a capable baker 
of home-made bread must have wondered 
at the evidence of Miss Louie Bennett, 
secretary of the Irish Women Workers’ 
Union, before the bakery trade inquiry on 
Wednesday of this week. Bread made 
with buttermilk or sour milk and bread- 
soda was nutritious, she said, but it was 
expensive. It was not popular, and city 
workers found it indigestible. There 
probably will be general agreement that 
home-made bread is nutritious, and it may 
be true that bakers’ bread actually is 
cheaper; but the statement that home- 
made bread is not popular is contrary to 
the impressions which we had formed, and 
contrary, also, to our slight experience. 
It is possible that city workers with 
delicate digestions may experience some 
dificulty with imperfectly made griddle 
bread—especially if it has not been eaten 
within twenty-four hours of the baking— 
but we refuse to accept for a moment the 
suggestion that fresh and properly made 
soda.or wheaten farls, or bannocks, are not 
delectable, provided that the eater has 
youth and appetite. Many of our readers 
will, no doubt, recall happy scenes in 
farmhouse kitchens, or even in kitchens in 
city houses, where a griddle of bread had 
cooked over an open fire or arange. Before 
it was cool the bread had been split, and 
butter that melted quickly with the 
warmth of it had been spread on the inside 
face of each piece. Around the table 
a group of hungry youngsters would wipe 
out all trace of the last before the next 
griddle of bread was ready. Perhaps, they 
may have recollections of stopping at a 
cottage in the course of a country walk 
and there enjoying the delight of freshly 
made bread—perhaps with a glass of 
buttermilk to wash it down. This, like 
many a score of other subjects, is one that 
arouses regrets at the increasing dominance 
of the town and city in the life of Ireland, 
so that many of the old country pursuits 
and customs. are being forced to disappear. 
The independence of the farmer’s spirit 
was due to the independence of his 
existence. He needed little from the city. 
He produced his own foodstuffs, and there 
was a time, too, when he produced the 
material for his own clothes. Now he 
travels by ’bus to the readymade tailor in 
the nearest town for his clothes, and the 
big bakery sends out the bread for the 
farm in its motor delivery van. The price 
of flour should be low enough to provide 
an incentive to more baking at home.

Possibly there has been a misunder- 
standing concerning the interpretation to 
be placed upon his intention to offer his 
resignation, which would be a formal 
matter, and in the event of the election 
of Mr. Roosevelt for a further. term of 
office there is no doubt that he would use 
his best endeavours to persuade Mr. 
Kennedy to resume his duties in London, 
which he has performed with such marked 
success. 


Mutual Assistance 


The question of mutual assistance to 
meet conditions brought about by the 
war is being considered by several indus- 
tries. Mutual co-operation plans have 
been made by some branches of the textile 
trade, and electrical supply undertakings 
have arranged a scheme whereby they are 
to contribute to a central fund to be 
used as a pool to meet the cost of urgent 
repairs to buildings and machinery. 

A similar plan for the brewing industry 
is being spoken of, but no definite details 
have yet been agreed upon. One of the 
suggestions is that breweries which have 
benefited by the movement of the popula- 
tion owing to war-time conditions should 
contribute towards a fund for the assis- 
tance of those concerns in districts from 
which the population has migrated. This 
could be based upon pre-war output, so 
that breweries producing les than 
formerly would hand over certificates to 
be purchased by those whose output had 
increased above the previous level, and 
the fund thus established would be used 
to assist the companies whose production 
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is lower.

Mr. Stokes (Labour, Ipswich), in the 
House of Commons, Westmmster, yesterday, 
asked the First Lord of the .Admiralty 
whether he was aware that for 48 hours after 
the sinking of H.M.S. Glorious a considerable 
number of survivors remained afloat on rafts, 
and why no adequate steps were taken to 
rescue them. 

Sir Victor Warrender, Financial Secretary, 
Admiralty, replied that it was a fact that a 
considerable number of survivors remamed 
afloat on rafts for some time, and British 
aircraft and be passed close to the rafts, 
but, unfortunately did not see them. 

Mr. Stokes—Is it not a fact that many 
hundreds of these people were not saved, and 
that the Officer Commanding the Coastal 
Command was not advised of the movement 
of the ship? ‘If not, why not? 

Sir Victor Warrender hoped Mr. Stokes 
was not suggesting that no steps were taken 
to rescue the men. To anyone who knew 
anything about the Navy this was mcon- 
ceivable. The position was that, owing to 
some completely inexplicable cause no signal 
by the Glorious was intercepted. 

Mr. Ammon (Labour, Camberwell, North) 
—Is it not a fact that one thousand men 
were lost, and does it not emphasise the 
need for the court-martial which has been 
asked for again and again in this particular 
case? 

Sir Victor Warrender said that there had 
been a Court of Inquiry. The commander 
had gone down with the ship, and much of 
what had happened must remain a mystery. 
If anyone was going to suggest there was 
any neglect on the part of the Admiralty 
or of any Flag Officer, then he must take 
the strongest possible exception. 

Mr. Stokes asked why no, instructions 
were passed to the operational staff of the 
Admiralty regarding the movements of the 
Glorious. i 

Sir Victor Warrender—That is an entirely 
different question. 

Sir Archibald Southby (Conservative, 
Epsom) asked whether to clear up the 
matter, and in justice to the naval authori- 
ties, it was not time to make public the 
name of the officer responsible for the dis- 
aster. 

No reply was given.

The danger is still there, and 
the attacks will, therefore, continue; but to 
have compelled even postponement is & 
strategic victory gradually won by tena- 
cious, persistent and sound technical 
methods. That same afternoon the Under- 
Secretary for Air had given the Overseas 
Club four reasons for confidence in victory 
in a wider sense than the mere baffling of 
invasion. The first is that the R.A.F. has 
put up the first sign of effective resistance 
which Nazi Germany has so far en- 
countered during those thirteen months. 
Captain Balfour attributed part of the suc- 
cess of this resistance to the fact that the 
R.A.F. is, in the true sense of the word, 
the ‘‘oversea force.” Our country and our 
cause have attracted the affection and the 
support of other men all over the world. 
‘thus, we have what may be called the Im- 
perial Legion, forming the great and growing 
fraction of the R.A.F. We have also the 
Foreign Legion, composed of American, 
Polish, Czech, and French squadrons. The 
men of those Legions would he the last to 
wish that their exploits should diminish the 
recognition due to the squadrons manned by 
citizens of Great Britain that are giving of 
their best—a magnificent best. No question 
of assessing relative merits can arise. The 
point is that these Imperial and Foreign 
Legions are moved by love.

Twenty-eight other workers are in hospital 
suffering from burns and other injuries. The 
condition of some of them is serious. Two 
firemen were also injured. 

Fire spread so rapidly after the explosion 
that the enttre block on which the factory 
stood was a blazing mass before the firemen 
could reach the scene. 

The works was one of the oldest industrial 
establishments in Glasgow. 

Substantial improvements were being 
carried out, and about 40 employés, as well as 
a number of contractors’ men, were in the 
premises when the explosion occurred, 
apparently in the boiler-house. Piles of 
débris have yet to be searched before the 
death roll is finally known. 

Shop and house wmdows over a wide area 
were smashed by the explosion, and the roof 
of a nearby flour mill was partly blown off. 
The building is surrounded by working-class 
tenements, and these were hurriedly evacuated, 
about 50 people having to leave their homes. 

Hundreds of A.R.P. workers helped the 
regular fire brigade in dealing with the 
situation. 

Mr. Pullar, works manager, said he 
sitting in his office when he heard the 
explosion. ‘‘I tried to get out through the 
door,” he said, ‘‘ but it was jammed, and I 
had to break a window to get out.’’ Relatives 
of the employés crowded round firemen, 
anxiously inquiring for news of sons or hus- 
bands, but for some time it was rmpossible to 
give them any information.

It had fallen a victim to three Hurricanes. 
Of the crew of four, three were killed and 
the other member was injured. Only a few 
raiders, operating singly, crossed the coast. 
Bombs were dropped in the London area and 
in Kent, Hampshire and Somerset, but there 
were few casualties. People in the outskirts 
of London heard a dog-fight above the clouds 
during the afternoon, and later a Spitfire 
came into view and circled low over a park 
for some time. | 

Ten bombs were dropped at a village in 
the South of England. Nine of them fell in 


fields, and the other damaged a cottage. No 
one was hurt. 
Shortly after the mght “alert” had 


sounded in a London area gunfire was heard, 
and bombs were dropped in one district on 
the outskirts. The ‘‘alert’’ was nearly an 
hour later than that of Wednesday evening. 

During the earlier part of the raid there 
were a few casualties in one area, and a 
number of people were trapped beneath 
débris. This was apparently one of the few 
places in the London area visited during the 
first hours of the alert. Rescue squads, 
working strenuously, released the people who 
had been trapped.

BERLIN BOMBED 


The British Air Minisiryv News Servi-e 
states that Berlin was bombed again on 
Wednesday night for the twenty-second time. 
For just on two hours heavy bombers were 
over the city. : 

Among the targets were two of “serlin’s 
principal power stations—one the Berliner 
Electricity Works. which is in the Charlotten- 
Lurg area; and the other, the Klingenberg, 
on the opposite sida of the citv. The great 
railway yards of Tempelhof, Putlitzstrasse, 
and Lehrter also came in for attack. 

It was a ‘‘late night ” raid, and the last 
of the raiding force did not leave Berlin until 
after 4 o'clock in the morning. Midnight 
was near when the bombers, leaving at regu- 
lar intervals to carry out independent attacks, 
set off from their bases. 

On the way to Berlin the bombers had ta 
fl: for the greater part of the journey through 
cloud or above it on ‘dead reckoning” 
navigation. 5 

Here and there the pilots caught glimpses 
of the ground, but onlv here and there. One 
puot, for instance, said that he went into 
cloud immediately after taking off. and when 
he next saw the ground he was in the region 
of the river Elbe. Other pilots reported had 
1eing conditions. Nearer Berlin, however, the 
cloud was broken. | 

Along the different routes of approach 
ground defences opened up on the bombers 
at various points. ‘The usual sort of stuff, 
light and heavy flaks,” was how the’ pilots 
dismissed the opposition. But over Berlin 
the barrage was a different proposition. There 
aircraft had to face intense concentrated fire 
from batteries on the outskirts of the city 
and in the city itself. Searchlights, some 
working in groups, were co-operating with 
the guns, though drifting cloud often 
rendered the searchlights ineffective. 

The pilot of one aircraft made six separate 
runs over the Charlottenburg Power Station 
before bombing—‘‘ to. make certain,” as the 
bomb-aimer said, “of hitting the target.’ 
Immediately after the bombs had been un- 
loaded several fires broke out in the area. 
Incendiary and high explostve bombs were 
seen to burst in the Berlin railway yards 
which were. attacked. 


DOCKS AT EMDEN 


At the same time as the Royal Air Force 
was striking at Berlin, another section of the 
bomber force was attacking docks at Emden. 
The bombing there began just after 1.30 a.m. 
and continued for half an hour. Then, at 
3.45 a.m., the first of a second and heavier 
force of raiders arrived, and continued the 
attacks for another hour. During that time 
tons of high explosive bombs and hundreus 
of incendiaries were unloaded on the dock 
areas and on the adjacent railway sidings. 
Fires sprang up in various parts of the docks. 
One fire appeared to have been caused by a 
direct hit on a timber yard. A pillar of 
heavy, black smoke high in the sky marked 
another dockside fire. 

Fifty miles to the east, of Berlin one air- 
craft attacked a large factory with its own 
railway sidings, and one bomb was seen 
bursting near the base of one of the main 
buildings. Other objectives included the rail- 
way yards at Frankfurt-am-Oder—the pilot 
who bombed these yards flying across Berlin 
to get there; a factory forty miles east of 
Bremen, “where night work was in progress; 
the Dornier factories at Wismar, on the 
Baltic coast; a factory at Brunsbuttel, on the 
mouth of the Elbe, and the oil refineries at 
Hanover and Magdeburg, both of which have 
been damaged in previous raids. 


AERODROMES 


A number of aerodromes in Germany and 
in enemy-occupied territory were also visited, 
among them that at Felde, near Groningen, 
in Holland, where a large fire, which is be- 
heved to have involved a hangar, was left 
blazing. 

Docks and shipping at the Hook of Holland 
were raided in the early hours of the morn- 
ing, and many bombs were observed to burst 
well within the target areas. A large ship 
lying up-stream was bombed, and one air- 
craft started a big blaze between the railway 
station and the dock. 

The harbour ‘areas at Rotterdam and Flush- 
ing were also attacked. Other bombers tak- 
ing part in these widespread operations 
pounded the goods yards at amm and 
Coblenz and bombed the aluminium works 
at Herring.

Frequent Danger of Milk

UBERCULOSIS in cattle is rife in Eire, and infection of milk un- 

pleasantly frequent, said Dr, Cecil Mushatt, M.B., B.Ch., B.Sc., of 

the School of Pathology, Trinity College, Dublin, in a paper which he 

has compiled after an exhaustive investigation into the type of tubercle 
bacilli in tuberculosis in children in Eire. 


Dr. Mushatt examined fifty cases of tuberculosis of cervical glands, 
bones and joints and in the meninges in children under fifteen years, and 
reveals that he traced more than one-thir 


fection in the cervical glands. 


Observing that his figures do not indicate the extent to which the 
health of Eire 's children is affected by the bovine tubercle bacillus, he 
says that there is, however, justification for the inference that a consider- 
able amount of suffering and ill-health is caused among children in this 
country by bovine tubercle bacillus. Raw milk is the most important in- 
fection spreader, and the paper deals with the best methods of making 


milk safe.

Tuberculosis and the Bovine Type of Tubercle 
Bacillus in Kire,” and is published in the 
current issue of the /rish Journal of Medical 
Science. Working under a full-time grant 


from the Medical Research Council of Ire- 
Jand at the School of Pathology, Trinity 
College, Dublin, Dr. Mushatt between 
January and December, 1938, carried out an 
investigation into a series of 50 cases of 
tuberculosis of cervical glands, bones and 
joints, and the meningss in children under 
fifteen years of age 


THE RESULTS 


Of these fifty cases twenty-seven were from 
Dublin City and County and the remainder 
from twelve other counties. Seventeen bovine 
strains were isolated. In other words, more 
than one-third of the total cases were traced 
to bovine infection in the cervical glands; 
17.4 per cent. yielded bovine strains; in the 
bone and joint cases the percentage was 18.2, 
' and in the case of meningitis 25 per cent. 

These figures taken by themselves do not 
indicate the extent of which the health of 
children in Eire is affected by the bovine 
tubercle bacillus, not only because the num-: 
ber is so small and hardly could be regarded 
as representative of the whole country, but 
because there are no precise figures available 
in reference to T.B. to which they can be 
correlated. Dr. Mushatt declares, however, 
that one is justified in inferring that a con- 
siderable amount of suffering and ill-health 
is caused among Irish children by bovine 
tubercle bacillus. 


INFECTION FROM CATTLE 


In regard to pulmonary T.B., such 
measures as better housing, good diet ‘nd 
better wages are being advocated and to some 
extent practised in Eire, but these will not 
effect any appreciable requction in disease 
due to the bovine type tf bacillus, which 
creates a problem of its own. 

Infection from cattle is carried to children 
By means of liquid milk, cream, butter, 
cheese, dry and condensed milk and meat. 
Raw milk is by far the most important of 
these, and for practical purposes the main 
responsibility in the spread of the infection 
probably lies with raw milk. There are no

MANSLAUGHTER CHARGE 
DISMISSED

(BEFORE MR. LITTLE.) 


Arthur Lanigan O'Keeffe, 77 Merrion road, 
Dublin, was charged with the manslaughter 
of Joseph Rooney, labourer, St. Broc's 
Cottages, Donnybrook, by running him down 
with a motor car on the Merrion road on the 
night of 21st April last. He was also 
charged with dangerous driving. 

Sergeant Kelly said that about 2 o’clock on 
the morning of the 22nd April last the 
accused man came to Donnybrook Station 
and reported that he had been involved in a 
motor accident, He said that he had left 
Kilcroney Golf Club about 11.30. The night 
was bad, rain falling heavily, His side and 
head lights were on. Near Nutley road 
something that he had not seen struck the 
windscreen of the car, breaking the glass 
and cutting his face. He pulled up at once, 
got out, went back and saw a man lying 
unconscious on the ground. 

James Harcourt, Slane road, Crumlin 
carpenter, said that Rooney and he had been 
visiting friends near Merrion Gates, and 
about midnight left to cycle home. It had 
been raining all the night, and the conditions 
were bad. ‘They had lights on both bicycles. 
He had a reflector on the rear of his machine, 
but he could not swear that Rooney had a 
reflector. They were riding on their proper 
side of the road near the path, with Rooney 
on the outside, He was talking to Rooney, 
who was suddenly taken clean away from 
him and carried for about 150 feet by a 
motor car, which had overtaken them. He 
dismounted, and saw Rooney lying on the 
me almust abreast of the motor car. 

ooney was taken by the ambulance to 
hospital. While they were waiting, the 
driver of the motor car came over to them, 
but did not speak. 

Guard Patrick Tully, who came to the 
scene after the accident, said that he 
examined the bicycle and found that it did 
not have a reflector. At the point where he 
found the first broken glass visibility was 
good. It was not raining at the time. 

Inspector Maher said that he was present 
when the defendant was making his state- 
ment to Sergeant Kelly about 2.30 
a.m. He seemed to be suffering from 
shock. but was otherwise normal. He 
seemed to be quite sober. The lighting of 
the road generally was good, but at the spot 
pointed out as the place of impact a lamp 
was out, and there was a dark shadow caused 
by a tree. 

_ Mr. John (3. Waugh said that the deceased 
died in Baggot Street Hospital some hours 
after admission. 

Informations were refused on the charge of 
manslaughter. A fine of £5 was imposed 
for dangerous driving.

Powerstown Park yesterday, for, after

He belongs to Captain 
Cyril Harty, one of the famous Irish Army 
jumping team, and was ridden by his nephew, 
Mr. Harry Harty. The winner was bred 
not far from the scene of yesterday’s triumph 
by Mr. M. Ryan, who sold him as a two 
years old to Mr. John Purcell, © Captain 
Harty had been trying to purchase him for 
several years, and 2 succeeded in doing 
so in the spring of this year. 

Sir Hugh Nugent, who is also in the Irish 
Army, had his colours carried to success in 
the Cork Hurdle by Queensday. There was 
a field of fifteen ive this, and Queensday, 
delaying her final effort until the last hurdle 
had been jumped, wore down Zanoah and 
Duke of Glenlara to win cleverly. 

Olive’s Pet, who had been running well 
without winning in several races of late, had 
her turn in the Clonmel Hurdle, which she 
won after a good finish with Bright Child 
and the penalised Dundrin. She was ridden 
by J. A. Morgan, a younger member of the 
famous Waterford family of jockeys.

A MATTER OF TIME-KEEPING

| A FOOTBALL referee is not required to 


ssess. anything = approachin the 
Doulifehtions asked H a timekeeper 
upon whose accuracy may depend the figures 
for records on road and track. He is respon- 
sible for the statutory period of play being 
fulfilled in each half of the game, but it 
never has been suggested that split-seconds, 
or even seconds, should enter into his cal- 
culations. Nevertheless, he is expected to 
keep an eye on the watch as half-time and 
full-time approach, and if he has any sort of 
eye at all he should be able to time his lon 
blasts of the whistle within ten seconds 
the correct minute. 

Of course, if he had the qualifications and 
the skill to time a Schneider Trophy race 
and had not a chronograph that kept accurate 
time his qualifications and his skill would 
not be a great help to him. Should referees 
be required to possess watches with a 
measured standard of accuracy? That ques- 
tion arose at a meeting of the Council of 
the League of Ireland this week, when it was 
alleged by one of the delegates that he had 
known a referee to finish a game 94 minutes 
too soon, and, unfortunately, that 94 
minutes might have brought a change in the 
result. ; 

In a cold and lifeless game, where one 
team is two or three goals up and the other 
shows no sign of being able to score, where 
the result, anyway, 1s not going to influence 
the course of a competition, the shivering 

ctators and weary players may be 
elighted if the referee puts them out of their 
agony a few minutes early. If, however, the 
game has something depending upon it and 
every minute is full of fight that might 
produce an all-important goal, the referee has 
a serious timekeeping responsibility: he has 
to see that the exact time, no more and no 
less, is played. 

The referee who played 94 minutes short, 
it seems, had a watch that went 94 minutes 


fast in the ninety minutes the game lasted— 
an- error of 10 per cent.: if that referee 
guided. his personal activities by the same 
watch he would have gained a day on the 
rest of the world in less than a fortnight, 
and be turning up some Friday to referee a 
me that, was to take place on the following 
ay. 

One of the suggestions made at the League 
meeting was that referees should check their 
watches with the linesmen’s watches. That 
would -be necessary not only at the start of 
the game but also at the interval, for a 
check with the linesmen to see if the game 
is going to be started punctually—no game 
ever is, so that does not matter a great 
deal—is of much less importance than a 
check to see if all the watches are ticking 
over at the same speed. 

If a linesman who has done some watch- 
checking sees that a referee is allowing a 
game to run on too long, should he draw 
the referee’s attention? he responsibilities 
of Jinesmen also were discussed by the League 
Council. It was declared that the linesmen’s 
tasks were limited to touches; they were 
not to guide the referee in regard to other 
matters, of which he was the sole judge— 
and yet it was agreed that a linesman's 
gesticulation in regard to an off-side infringe- 
ment should be respected by the referee. 
‘‘Linesmen,’’ declared one councillor, ‘are 
too much ieclined to act according to the 
attitude of the crowd.” 

The discussion returned to referees’ watches 
and the utter unreasonableness of expecting 
any official in this country to provide himself 
out of his meagre allowance with a 
chronométre ó aiguille déddublante et rattra- 
pante pourvu d'un cettificat du premiére 
classe, as another sporting governing body 
expresses it. As a sort of anti-climax Dun- 
dalk were given permission to start next 
Sunday’s match at 3.45 instead of 5.50.

The President of the High Court, in a 
case stated, asked the Supreme Court was 
the Great Southern Railways Co, entitled to 
end the weekly sum payable to an injured 
workman under an award of the Circuit 
Court on the workman returaing to work with 
the company a“ weekly, wages greater than 
the wages he had received before the accident 
that had caused the injury: 

Mr. Brereton Barry, K.C., and Mr. Arthur 
Corbett (instructed wy Mr. Brendan A. 
McGrath, of Messrs. Joseph Gleeson and Co.) 
appeared tor the workman, Roland Tracy, 
Kickham road, Inchicore, Dublin; and Mr. 
E. J. Phelps, K.C., and Mr. Joseph Healy 
(instructed by Mr. W. Gordon Bradley) for 
the Great Southern Railways Co. 

This, said Mr. Brereton Barry, was a case 
stated by the President of the High Court 
on an appeal that had come before him from 
a decision of Judge Davitt, dismissing 
Tracy's application for liberty to issue execu- 
tion against the company on foot of an award 
of compensation. 

On March 29, 1918, when Tracy was 
employed by the company as a fireman, he 
met with an accident, resulting in the loss 
of a finger. He was then under 21 veare ol: 
and, without any court proceedings, the con 
pany paid him compensation for total 


capacity at the rate of 35s. a week for about 


ten weeks. He returned to work, but was 
unable to do the work which would have 
entitled him to promotion as a main line 


driver. In 1926 he was given the position 


of Jampman, and in April, 1930, he was dis 


missed under an econom:, scheme, and was 


paid compensation on the basis of total in- 
capacity at 35s. a week until October, 193), 
when the company reduced it to £1 a wee 
on the basis of partial incapacit# 

On September 23, 1932, he initiated pr 
ceedings before Judge Davitt, claiming com- 
pensation on the basis of total incapacity, 
and the only issue between the parties was 
whether he should be paid £1 or 35s, a wee} 
On October 14, 1932, Judge Davitt made an 
award of £1 a week. dan continued 
receive that compensation until February 
1935, when he was re-employed by the co! 
pany. 

Mr. Brereton Barry gave the further his 
tory of the man’s employment and later réad 
the case stated, which indicated that tii 
amount for which Tracy sought to issue 
execution was £211 17s. 6d. for arrears of 
compensation at £1 a week from February |. 
1935, to September 29, 1939, less the amount 
of compensation received by him while he 
was absent from work during that period. 

It had been contended on behalf of the 
company that inasmuch as each weekly earn- 
ings of Tracy from February 1, 1935, to 
September 29, 1939, were greater than | 
weekly earnings at the date of the acciden', 
the company was entitled to end the week! 
payments of £1, and that Tracy should no! 
now be allowed to maintain that the weekls 
payments made to him while he was eniplovye: 
by the company had not been made part!) 
on account of compensation due under thie 
award and partly on account of wages. 

For Tracy it had been contended that th. 
words ‘‘ weekly earnings”’ in the sub-secti: 
of the Workmen’s Compensation Act, 1934, 
applicable to the case, should be construed :1 
the case of a workman injured during his 
minority as meaning the weekly earnings 
which he probably would be receiving had 
he not met with the accident. 

The Court reserved judgment.
